Hong Kong. 

Furthermore, the — operation 
would be too expenglye, as to be 
effective the spraying would 
have to he done onc a fortnight, 
the period in which mosquito 
breeds. ‘ 


Acrial Sprays

one in 'dnmunry 1946 and an. 
other nine munths Jater,
